We of the 1946 class are proud to be the first to graduate into the new world of peace and 
security. Entering Seaside high in 1942, the second year of the war, our first three years were 
dedicated to helping win the peace with paper, scrap, tin can and bond drives. When in 1945 
the war finally ended we were more enthusiastic than ever to return for our last year. An 
opportune future had been opened to us and we were ready to begin our task. 


As freshmen we were traditionally inactive, but Jerry Jandrall honored our class by 
buying the most war bonds during the bond drive held that year. 


Class officers for the year were: Lyle Sanders, president; Minnie Small, vice-president; 
Ronald Jensen, secretary-treasurer. Miss Moore was the class adviser. 


We began our sophomore year by electing Mervin Smith, president, Wayne Fraser, vice- 
president, Pat Stiger, secretary-treasurer and Jack Gaudion, sergeant-at-arms. Miss Jean 
King was the class adviser. 

Linette Hoagland and Maryland Seabrook were our candidates for Bond Queen in the 
1943 bond drive. With the help of Shirley Baty, her campaign manager, Linette was chosen 
queen and was crowned at a dance given in her honor. 


That year we also won several prizes for purchasing the most war bonds. 


In April we gave the ‘‘Soph Trot” in order to raise money, followed by a picnic for the 
freshmen at Cullaby lake later in the spring. 


As juniors we had our most outstanding year fulfilling the duties of an active junior class. 


We sponsored a number of dances the first term and sold cokes and hot dogs at all the 
games. 

On April 6, our junior class play, ““The Curse of an Aching Heart,” or ‘“Trapped in the 
Spider’s Web,” was presented in the grade school auditorium. This was an unusual play in 
that it was a melodrama and one of this type had never before been tried. The basic factor of 
the play’s success was this originality. The cast consisted of Maryland Seabrook, Jack Pegg, 
Gale Bair, Lily Forsythe, Joyce Wilson, Mervin Smith, Doreene Bamber, Lyle Sanders, 
Shirley Waters, Connie Harlow and Margaret Martin. The technical staff was as follows: 
Shirley Baty, art director; Pat Stiger, properties; Newton Schneider, business manager. Miss 
Janice Cordova directed the production. 


A circus theme characterized the Junior-Senior Banquet and Prom which were given 
on April 28. 


_. The banquet was prepared by a committee of mothers and served by the sophomore 
girls’ home economics class. 


Gaily-colored stremers, arranged to give the effect of a circus tent, and a parade of wild 
animals adorned the gym where the prom was held. The Hillsboro High school orchestra 
provided the music for the affair. Queen Sue Fredrickson and her court reigned over the dance. 
Betty Hill, Ellen Olson, and Fern Gregory were princesses.

A high-spirited Seaside team, fresh from the victory of their first game, went to Rainier 
to defeat a tricky T-formation, 7-0. Injuries proved almost fatal in this game, since Marv 
Diercks and Barney Currigan suffered impairments which were to hamper them the rest of 
the season. This was by far the best and most spirited game that Seaside turned in. 


The Gulls then traveled to Vernonia to be defeated to the tune of 27-6 by the Loggers. 
The Gulls started the game out in a winning fashion and outplayed Vernonia most of the way 
till the end of the third quarter when the score was tied, 6-6. Jack Pegg, the Gull’s driving 
halfback, was put on the injury list and a badly tiring Seaside team let three more touchdowns 
slip through before the final gun. 


In the next game with the Scappoose 11, the Seagulls ended up on the short end of a 
12-6 score. The Gulls’ team, composed mostly of subs, held the Indians to a very close game, 
but in the dying minutes of the game the old statue of liberty play netted the winners a touch- 
down which Seaside was unable to match. 


After two weeks’ rest to get the team in good shape for the Astoria game, Coach Cook’s 
11 were again on the short end of a 12-0 score. In this game, both Marv Diercks and Carl 
Hertig were back in the starting line-up but the Seaside team couldn’t get going until the last 
quarter and failed to score on the Fishermen. 


The Seagulls then recovered from their defeat by the Astorians to defeat Sheridan, 33-0. 
In this game, the Gulls were never in danger, as they outplayed the visitors all the way and 
scored in every quarter. Seaside played a good brand of ball throughout the game. 

Seaside’s invasion of the undefeated Columbia Prep academy netted them their worst 


defeat of the season by a 32-0 score. The Preps held a 14-0 third quarter lead and followed 
through with three more touchdowns in the next quarter. An epidemic of influenza had thinned 
on ae first string ranks, but the subs proved themselves the makings of a good team of 
the future.
